A GREAT PHILOLOGIST, 


In one of the quaint old streets of 


the ancient Italian city of Bologna 
stands a queer little second-hand book 
store, kept by one Slguor Gnidl. Out- 
side the door, In odd-shaped stacks of 
shelves, Ouldl displays his wares, and 
before the racks, soys the Week's Prog- 
ress, congregate many of the profes- 
sors of the University of Bologna, and 
other lovers of old and odd publica- 
tions. 


One day In 1882 Signor Guidl stood 


In his shop doorway watching Idly a 
boy who had found a book which or- 
clted his keenest Interest. 
Suddenly 


turning, he brought It to the shopkeep- 
er and demanded tho price. 
Signer 


Guldi looked at It and smiled. It was 
the "Life of Abdel leader," written in 
Arabic. It was evident that the bojv 
who was only a barber's helper, could' 
know nothing of Arabic. , 


"My child," said the shopkeeper, 


kindly, "this Is a book you could not 
understand." 


"But how much Is It?" demanded 


the boy. 


"The price Is 30 cents." 
"And I have only 5!" The young- 


ster seemed so nearly on the verge of 
tears that the shopkeeper made him a 
present of the volume, and sent him 
away happy. Later In the day he told 
some of the university professors the 
story, and the next day they waylaid 
the boy, and held a friendly examina- 
tion. 
To their amazement he trans- 


lated readily at sight not only Arabic, 
but Latin and Greek, German, French, 
English and Hebrew. He expounded 
and explained with such uuderstand- 
ng that the professors ceased to ques- 
tion, and applauded. 


The boy was Alfred Trombettl, son 


of a poor laborer. Ills father had died 
several years before, and on wages of 
20 cents a day he had supported his 
mother and had educated himself at 
night by study at home. 
Ills case 


was so amazing that at the recommqijr 
datlon of the professors the city ; of 
Hologna made hljn a scholarshlpi'bf 
one hundred and twenty dollars'1 n 
year, and thus enabled him to pursue 
his studies. 


For more than ten years now Signer 


Trombettl has taught school In Italy, 
but ever since he obtained bis doctor's 
degree he has kept busily at work lu 
his linguistic studies. Now he has an- 
nounced the result of his study, a work 
of four large manuscript volumes, en- 
tliled 
"Genealogical 
Relations 
Be- 


tween Ancient Languages." 
He has 


classified and rearranged more than 
five hundred languages annd dialects, 
ancient and modern, tracing them In a 
new way, and Is said to have proved 
scientifically the unity of their origin. 


King Victor Emmanuel has declared 


his intention of paying the cost of pub- 
lishing the books, tho Accademla fle' 
Llncei has given Signer Trombettl a 
prize of two thousand five hundred 
dollars, and he has been nsked to go 
back to Bologna as a professor In the 
university there. 


The teachers who discovered 
his 


learning, the booksoller who told them 
of the Arabic book, the city fathers 
who gave him the scholarship now will 
lay claim to having discovered and 
helped the young boy, and to have 
made his success possible. 
But the 


boy himself, studying by candlelight 
night after night In his squalid home, 
with books and candles bought out of 
the savings from 20 cents a day, with 
hunger gnawing at his stomach while 
he worked—the boy himself 
Is the 


original discoverer, and the one who 
did the real helping. 


Convictions Valuable. 


Nobody who Is endowed with a good 


mind and wants to live to his satisfac- 
tion can afford to neglect the acquire- 
ment of convictions. What are they? 
They ought to be opinions based on 
knowledge and definitely thought out. 
I'ractically Uuy come in various ways 
— often by inheritance, or as the re- 
suit of early training; sometimes by 
association, sometimes from the auto- 
matlc working of the mind during long 
periods when It Is acquiring and sift- 
ing knowledge nnd experience. Some- 
times again convictions seem to come 
suddenly, especially religious convlj- 
tions, though there is usuully a long 
process of preparatory thought behind 
them, and it is really only the final 
conclusion that is sudden. 
Deep con- 


victions on any subject don't 
come 


ready made. 
One has to work 
for 


them; to earn them. 
If they are to 


hold and to Influence conduct, they 
must be planted deep. — Metropolitan 
Magazine.

It fs common belief that the germs 


of disease flourish only in the human 
organism, and that. If we could only 
eradicate an 
infectious 
malady, it 


would stny eradicated. It now seems' 
very probable that this Is untrue. 
Ac- 


cording to a view hold wholly or par- 
tially by many 
pathologlsts, 
and 


strongly upheld by n recent 
French 


writer, Professor Bodin, disease germs 
•re only accidentally virulent, 
their 


normal existence being what Is called 
"snprophytic;" that is, Independent of 
any other orgrtnism. 
When 
one of 


these harmless varieties changes its 
nature so as to become parasitic, we 
have a new disease. Observation has 
shown that many kinds of bacteria are 
very 
unstable, 
and 
nre constantly 


forming new varieties. It Is possible, 
therefore, that, potential 
germs of 


typhoid, lockjaw, or consumption may 
be growing harmlessly about us, to as- 
sume, suddenly, a virulent parasitic 
life at some future time. According 
to this view, all bacteria are primarily 
benevolent agents for promoting chem- 
ical change, and the 
variation 
thnt 


turns some of them Into Injurious par- 
asites is accidental and 
abnormal.—

There should be some remedy fotf 


this. 
Of course rule and regulation 


are necessary In schools us elsewhere, 
but causing a hoy. to throw away a 
large part of a school session should 
bo avoided If possible. 


Children have no aptitude for certain 


rttudles. Some can never understand 
grammar or see the sense of It. Some 
might study geography all their lives 
and never be able to bound Iho county 
lu which they live. 
Some might p.ut 


In years on tho study of mathematics 
without evor learning how to add up a 
grocery bill. There are certain studies 
that children cannot understand and 
never will understand. 
Their mlndi 


nro HO constituted. It li not because 
they do not learn. Their objection to 
stmly is not based on laziness or In- 
difference, but because of the useless- 
ness and unproductiveness of study, 
What Is tho use of studying what can- 
not bo learned? 


Tho old remedy for this was flog- 


ging. This was In tho old, barbarous 
days, uot so very remote either, when 
physical punishment was the panacea 
fore.ll mental obliquities and whenpeo- 
plo who did nut do and see and be- 
lle vo as others wanted them to do arid 
BOO and believe were supposed to be 
"possessed of a devil" which <ould be 
exorcised only by larruping or tortur- 
ing thu one no possessed. 


We havo outgrown this so far as the 


Infliction of physical pain is concerned, 
but wo have not outgrown it sufllclent- 
ly to rescue us from the foil/ of ex- 
pecting tho impossible. 


If a child has no aptitude for "fig- 


ures" and cannot keep up with his 
clanti he should not bo cast Into outer 
darkness on this account, set back and 
prevented from learning those things 
for which ho hns a special aptitude. 
There should be some flexibility to the 
rule. 


Tho trouble with our pupil factories 


Is that they aru Ilko shoo factories and 
all other factories where products are 
turned out on a lagu scale. IDach indi- 
vidual must adjust himself to the vari- 
ous phases of the process without any 
regard to his Individual characteris- 
tics. 


With tho private tutor 
fhe pupil 


learns what ho can learn and what ho 
cannot learn ho leaves aloue. Thin Is 
not practicable In thu public schools, 
of course, but tho rulo that keeps a 
child back because he has no genius 
for a particular study makc» a lag- 
gard of him nnd should he relaxed.

The Telephone in War. 


MONO many things which the Japanese have 


• lone during the war which they are now wag- 
ing and which have attracted the attention of 
the world thr-lr use of the telephone Is one. As 
each advance was made or a trench was d 
fontiooMonn were made with headquarters by 
telephone. Thus, not only was all Important in 


formation transmitted Immediately to the commander, but 
fighting was directed from the latter point by the same 
means. 
The comander was able to direct the fire of the 


guns and to order advances when the proper time arrived. 
The telephone In this service has takeu the place of the 
courier and does the work better nnd more quickly. Hy 
Its ability to communicate Instantly with many and widely 
separated points not only are the army's operations direct 
ed more effectively, but one commander Is enabled to con- 
trol a larger force than was possible under the old system. 
Could Field Marshal Oyarna have directed the operations of 
4(X),UW5 men and have timed his strokes so exactly had he 
been forced to depend upon the orders carried by horse? 
How could hc have controlled t fighting line a hundred 
miles long? 
Without the telephone the operations would 


have been carried on by a number of generals, each acting 
according to a certain plan, but depending largely upon 
his own judgment for what to do and when to do it. That 
the fight would have been carried on as beard? none can 
doubt, but the telephone co-ordinated the action* of each 
division and reduced the armies to one vast machJne. Noth- 
ing was left to chance; every stroke was correctly timed, 
and the Commander-ln-Cblef was at once Informed of Its 
result. 
Even the flying columns Were followed by the 


engineering corps, and the result of every skirmish and 
the .taking of every village were known within a inert time 
at headquarters.—Electrical Review. 


Breach of Promise. 


HEACH of promise suits are generally food 
for merrlmei. 
but it .is often very serious 


business. 
In one of the cases the defense 


contended that there had been no explicit prom- 
ise of m.irrluge, but it was admitted that the 
defendant "kept company" with the plaintiff

pany eteven years," Is a hint of the greatest, deepest and 
most Irremediable tragedies of town, country and village 
life.

Is no formal engagement, this "keeping company" In such 
a way that If an engagement does not exist it ought to, 
Is one of the characteristic marks of a dull or stagnant or 
careless community. 
A young man begins to call fre- 


quently on a young woman of character and prospects, and 
continues to make his attentions more assiduous, until 
finally by general consent they are marked as belonging to 
one another. 
Other young men respect the romance, and 


eventually this young woman becomes as one set apart and 
destined. - The years speed on, and her old playmates 
among the girls are long ago married, her contemporaries 
among the boya have gone to the city or are attending to 


own families, and she is left alone with the man who, 


:iy all the rules of decency, ought to have married her long 
•Ince or else have ceased his attentions. 
And then this 


man concludes, after, the lapse of five, ten or flftoen years, 
that he either does not care to marry, or that he will marry 
another girl. There Is no more bitter nor more pitiful trag- 
edy than tbla In life.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


The Cost of Dress. 


HE controversy that has arisen 
over 
the 


amount which a woman should spend for dress 
In a year merely goes to prove what widely 
different standards of "necessity" there are in 
this country. 
Mr. Edward Atkinson made the 


statement that a woman can clothe herself 
properly on $05 a year. A Kansas City news- 


paper submitted this estimate to a number of women, and, 
as might be expected, some thought it reasonable, while 
others held it to be a ridiculously inadequate amount. One 
woman, In giving her opinion, said: "The matter of dress 
s much like nny other of the Items of living. If you arc 
tanning only $25 a week, and you are sensible, you will 


have your table supplied according to that Income. Whe0 
you?- salary increases, your Ideas nnd demands grow also, 
and you spend more. Tho enlarged Income really makes 
very little difference, after all. Most people grow with 
the possibility of spending more money." 
There is much 


sound economic truth In that remark. The advanced cost 
of living is influenced not only by the higher prices charged 
for certain necessities, but also by the higher standard of 
living and the inclusion as necessities of an Increasing 
number of what were formerly luxuries. There are women 
In every community who dres.s respectably on as small 
an amount as Mr, Atkinson named, probably on less. But 
much depends on the scale of living adopted and the per- 
sonal taste. The Increase In the cost of clothes, like the 
advance in the whole cost of living, has come, as we have 
said, not only through the higher prices of articles, but 
also from the gain In the number and variety to keep up 
with tbe present extremely high standard.—Boston Herald. 


Politics and the Pulpit 


HALL tho pulpit take part In politics? ThU 
old question Is presented with recurring prom- 
inence. 
It may bo noted that the most vigor- 


ous negative comes from those who fall moat 


^ctly under the ministerial condemnation. 
"Ltt the preachers stick to religion and 


keep out of politics" howls the man with a 


city Job. The man of cloth, with a liberal politician In 
hi* congregation of something of a pull himself, la prone 
to echo the cry. 


But where Is the logic? Must the man who is devoting 


his life to the teaching of morality talk only of the wick- 
edness of those who have been dead for thousands of 
years? 
What would be said of a minister who saw a 


murder committed nnd refused to raise a hand on behalf of 
the victim If he argued that the prevention of the crime 
was no part of his business? Must he stand supinely by 
and witness gambling, municipal Jobbery and kindred vices 
go unchecked, yet fear to raise his voice because forsooth, 
he would not be talking "religion?" 


It would be Interesting to know just what Ideals of 


priestly ethics are held by those who advocate depriving 
the minister of the gospel of the right to free speech as a 
public cltlaen and leader of thought. Certainly the rule is 
not accepted In other countries, for It is announced that 
Dr. Gore, recently enthroned as first bishop of Birmingham, 
England, hns "a passion for social reform and ardor for 
securing the highest ideals In the government of state." 


It does not follow that the views advanced in this re- 


gard by the pulpit are correct, for It scarcely claims to 
speak ex-cathedra on such topics, but the argument that 
It must be barred from discussing public affairs or pointing 
out public wrong must be open to the suspicion of being 
Inspired by those who fonr such potent criticism.—Indian- 
apolis Sun. 


Are Old Men Useless? 


B. OSLER'S opinion, expressed In his address 
at the Johns Hopkins University, that "men 
above 40 years of age" are "comparatively 
useless" and men above 00 are absolutely use- 
less, will hardly command general assent.

40. In other professions nnd lines of business where ex- 
perience, long training and absence of the impulsiveness of 
youth are necessary, the sexagenarian is generally regarded 
as the better man for counsel, If not for execution. 
It is 


easy In a profession whose mistakes are hidden under- 
ground to mistake the confident decisions of hasty youth 
for wisdom, but in other lines of effort age finds larger 
appreciation. Possibly the learned professor meant merely 
to be Jocose. It is a good Joke to suggest the chloroform- 
ing of everybody over 00, but as a serious proposition the 
retiring of men over 40 won't do at all. Much of the 
world's beat work is done by mea over 50.—Baltimore 
American.

ELECTRIC STREET LIGHTING. 


Cleveland's Experiment with Twelve 


I.nmpn of L',OOO Candle Power. 


The first Instance of public street 


lighting In this country was In the pub- 
lic square In Cleveland, a little park of 
about ten acres. In April, 1879, twelve 
lamps of the ordinary so-called 2,000 
candle power were Installed in the park 
on high ornamental poles. 


While the polos nnd line circuit wera 


bring put up a great deal of Inter- 
est was manifested by the public, and 
on the evening when the lights were 
formally started the park was crowd- 
ed with people. 
Many evidently ex- 


pected a blinding glare of light, as they 
had provided themselves with colored 
spectacles or smoked glass. Of course 
there was at first a general feeling of 
disappointment in 
this 
respect, al- 


though every one was willing to admit 
that he could rend with ease in any 
part of the square. After a few weeks, 
however, when the novelty had worn 
off, and the people had tired of staring 
at the lampfc, the general verdict was 
highly favorable to the new light 


As the public square lights were re- 


quired to burn all nlgnt, this necessi- 
tated putting fresh carbons In each 
lamp sometime during the night, be- 
cause a single set would not last until 
morning. But the nightly trimming of 
the lamps required an extra man and 
added materially to the cost of light- 
ing. To meet this difficulty the "dou- 
ble-carbon" lamp was devised, which, 
afterward grew Into general use for 
al-nlght lighting, and became famous 
through much patent litigation.—Cen- 
tury-

it being the fact that it possesses no 
seeds. It is stated 
that interested 


parties have been working the seed- 
less apple to its greatest extent and 
making money out of it, 
wh.ile the 


boom was on, but that as a standard 
fruit it has no real value and tbat 
those who have invested in it bave 
thrown their money and labor away 
-Cal. 
Cultivator. 


Gravel, Shall and Bone. 


When one stops to think how the giz- 


zard performs its work, it seems won 
dert'nl. And yet nature has designed 
it in such a way that by its 
move- 


ments it grinds the food passing into 
it by mentis of those bits of sharp 
stones, which in the process do no 
harm to this organ itself. Of course, 
the inner lining of the gizzard is very 
tough, and the body of the 
gizzard 


composed 
of strong muscles, 
yet 


tougher things than the gizzard itself 
are ground up in it. 1 have never 
seen a diseased gizzard, although 1 
have found 
the food In them in bad 


condition for lack of proper gravel. 
Three forms of grinding substance are 
mostly used—shells, gravel and bone. 
Gravel is found in all soils, but if it 
has been rounded by nature's wear 
and tear it Is of no value to the fowl, 
for the gizzard is so composed that 
it rejects the bits of grinding stuff as 
soon as the 
sharp edges are worn 


smooth. 
The chickens are always on 


the lookout for these sharp substan- 
ces, and they seem to know the exact 
size needed. They like sharp bits of 
shell and bone. Shell and bone per- 
form two functions; 
they serve to 


gri.id the food, and the food in wear- 
ing them down passes the lime In the 
tjhell und the nitrogenous substance 
in the bone on into general circula- 
tion.—Inland Farmer.
